Waahlngton, July 13.— TUe Chinese 
Dinister, Mr. Wu, tau undertaken to 
tet through a cipher cable message 
from Secretary Hay to United States 
Minister Conger at Peking, and to have 
itlie answer brought back if Mr. Conger 
ll alive. The message was prepared by 
Secretary Hajr, and Its contents are un- 
known to any one save him. It was 
sent to Shanghai, with implicit instruc- 
tionn from Minister Wu to spare no 
efforts or expense to get It into the 
''' hands of Mr. Conger. 

I Washington. July 18.— The depart- 
ment of Rtate has received a dispatch 
from Consul General Goodnow, at 
Shanghai, i-aying the governor of Shun 
Tung wir<3fl that the Boxers and sol- 
[ diors were bombarding the legations 
for a final attack upon July 7. He is 
extremely anxious for the Hafety of the 
mlnlBtors and friendly Chinese In Pe- 
king. Tbft consul adds thait fears of 
the worst are generally entertained. 
The state department has also received 
a dispatch from Consul McWade at 
Canton, saying that the viceroy, LI 
Uu.ng Chang, baa en^agcd^ quarters 
upon the Chinese steaonsr Aaplng, but 
that the date of his departure for the 
oorth Is not yet decided. 

A bhort cablegram received at the 
state department from Consul General 
Ooodnow at Shanghai announcing the 
beginning of the final attack on the le 
gatlons at Peking, terribly depressed 
the of&cials here. 

along they have suspected that 
the Tarlous oommnnlcations received 
from Chinese forces In Shanghai have 
been preparing the way for the au- 
npuncement of the extermination of 
the foreign ministers, their wives, chil- 
dren and attaches, dependents and 
guards. 

The consul general s message, It is 
understood, Is but a repetition of the 
latest press reports from Shanghai, but 
the state departmeait has oome to place 
a high estimate on Mr. Ooodnow's ad- 
vices. 

It appreciates the fact that he does 
sot send every piece of unreliable gos- 
sip afloat In the sensational news oen- 

ter at which he Is stationed, but uses 
good judgment in sifting out the prob- 
able from the other kind of news.

A dispatch, purporting to have been 
sent from ths emperor of China to her 
majesty's government, was received, 
but the 6P< retary said he was unable 
to proinlrio to make Its contents known 

Troops to Fight Rebels. 
Berlin, July 13.— According to a 
temi-offlcial telegram from Canton, Li 
Hung Chang received A written im- 
perial edict, dated June 17, and sent 
overland, in which all the governors 
were urged to di.-ipateh their troops 
with the utmost speed to help against 
the rebels, among whom Prince Tuan 
waft clearly Indicated. Acting on this 
edict, which Is said to be undoiil)tcdly 
genuine, Li Hung Chang Is sending 
some thousands of troops to Peking, 
and the other governors are probably 
doing the same. 

Cable Communications Desired. 

Washington, July 13. — An attempt 
has been on fcjot for ^onle days past 
to arrange between the powers now 
operating in China for an international 
cable connecting the base of Chinese 
operations, and either with Shanghai, 
Port Arthur, Yokohama or some other 
point, through which more speedy 
communications can be had with the 
outside world.

General Charles F*. Dick's resigna- 
tion as sev.ret.iry of the national Rr-- 
publicao comiuittti. wa.s received and 
accepted. 

Messrs. Hanna, Heath and Payne 
were named as a committee to draft 

resolutions romerning the resignation 
of General Dick. Mr. Hanna etateil 
that the personnel of an advisory com 
mlttee was under consideration, but 
that it would not be announced for 10 
days or two weeks. 

It was also said that tne members 
of the old national committee of 1896 
requested President McKlnley to con 
sent to the resignation of Mr.* Heath 
as first assistant postmaster genera!

Mr 
Heath will tender his r&lgnatlon to 
the president in about a week or 10 
days. 

The resignation of General Dick 
comes as the result of the unanimous

as the universal desire of the party 
organisation of the state. It Is the un- 
derstanding of the executive committee 
that President McKinley al?;o reque.-sted 
General Dick to tal^c charge of the 
Ohio eampui, n • 

Run on a Hank. 
Newark, N. J., July 13.— The direc- 
tor of the D4me Savings bank of .New- 
ark. N. J., decided to close the institu- 
tion's doors until its alfairs can be 
straightened out. The announcement 
that Charles Westervelt, the bank's 
secretary and treasurer, had been ar- 
rested on a charge of having stolen a 
large sum of money, caused a large 
crowd of depositors to assemble to 
withdraw their funds, and there was 
much excitement when it was learned 
that the doors would not be opened. 
The crowd became so large that police 
reserves were called out to preserve 
order. President Orton of the bank 
Is preparing a statement of the bank's 
affairs, which will be given out when 
completed. Westervelt wai arrested at 
Lyons Farms, a few miles from New- 
ark, and taken to East Orange, where 
he was arraigned and committed to Jail 
in default of 110,000. llie speciflc 
charge against him is that he raised 
a withdrawal check from 9200 to $1,890.

THE JE8TE B TBIAL. 

Brother of Murdr red Man Telia Why 
He Is Plislilug the Case. 

New Ivondon, .Mo., July -Ex-Oov- 
irnor Charles P. Johnston uf St. lx)uis, 
sne of the chief attorneys for the state 
in the trial of Alexander Jestei», 
charged with the killing of Gilbert 
Gatey, brother of Jolin W. Gale^, uiaJ>' 
a statement as to the reasons which led 
to the prosecution by Gates of the aged 
prisoner. He said: "The Gates family 
bad long since given up all intention 
Oif ever pushing the case of the murder 
of their brother to trial. One year or 
more ago this man was forced again 
to the attention of the Gates family 
under the most peculiar circumstances 
by Jester's sister. Jolin W. Gates tuld 
us he felt it a duty he owed to the 
memory of his dead brother, a duty he 
owed tbe state and, above all, a duty 
he owed hit aged parents to den\and a 
vigorous tiial and an uneartliing of all 
the testimony possible. We have had 
detectives follow that open trail 
through four states and knew nearly 
every act of Al» xandcr Jester for the 
pa.-t HO years. " 

Francis M. Dawson, who lived about 
four miles east of the Hulin lane and 
south of the Paris (Mo.) road In IbTl, 
took the stand. He testified that in 
January, 1S71, he met Alex uid'-r Jeu-ter 
In this lane. Tbe old man had two 
teams and two wagons. 

They were standing still in the road 
at a point west of the Madison road. 
As Dawson passed Jester a.^kf il him 
bow far it was to a road on which he 
could turn south. This evidence Is con- 
sidered significant, ;fs~shjwlng that 
Jester's turning from the main thor- 
oughfare was intentional. 

John DeMott of Valley Center, Kan., 
testified that he had lived there 20 
years, and had known Jester for 30 
years. He never knew Jester as "Hill. " 

Jester lived with his wife and seven 
children, and had on his place in 1870 
a S-horse "Jolt" wsgon and a buffalo 
calf. The witness said Jester not only 
farmed, but also preached and was an 
attendant at Sunday school. 

J. C. Templeton of Renick, Mo., tes- 
tified that he saw Jester and Gatss at 
Renick In 1871. Jester exhibited the 
buffalo calf there, and took up a collec- 
tion. This is supposed to be a short 
time before Gates was killed. Jester's 
daughter Alice arrived from Nor- 
man. O. T. 

Joseph D. Delaney, an old citizen of 
Monroe county, testified that his wife 
awakened him at their home near Mid- 
dle Grove, one night In January, 1871, 
and told him she had heard cries of 
distress. Mr. Delaney said he went to 
the camp next morning and inquired 
the cause ot the cries. He said Jester 
replied that during a dream he had 
choked young Gates and Gates had 
screamed. The witness then pointed 
to Jester as the same man who toid 
him the story that morning in Janu- 
ary, 1871. 

No (iold Deniocriitlc Ticket. 

Washington, July 13.— "The Gold 
Democrats will not put a ticket In tbe 
field this year," said W. D. Bynum of 
Indiana, chairman of the Gold Demo- 
cratic executive committee in isitt;. 
"We can not get our electors on the 
official ballot In New York because no 
votes were cast for the party candi- 
date for governor in 1898, atd the state 
law requires that a certain number of 
votes shall have been cast for state 
offices In the preceding election before 
the nominees of any party can go on 
the official ballot on the pending con- 
test.

Vagrancy hitw of Kentaeky Was Declared 
By Jadge Morrow -Believed lIi- 
ceaititBtioial. 

t 

SoMaRSKT, Kv., July 12 —The vagrancy 
law was the subject of an interesting 
opinion handed down to-day in the Pu- 
laski Circuit Court by Jndga Morrow. 
Josh Jones stood indicted nnder the law, 
and when the case was called a demurrer 
to the indictment waa entered by coun- 
sel on the groando that the law was on- 
constitutional. Judge Morrow in pass- 
ing on the case said that be believed the 
law to be nnoonatltntional and in evident 
conflict with the Constitution of the State 
and with the thirteen amendment to the 
Federal Constitution. 

This amendment prohibits slavery and 
involuntary servitude except as punish- 
ment for crime on conviction by due pro- 
cess of law. Judge Morrow held that the 
penalty for vagrancy was out of all pro- 
portion to the gravity of the olTense, and 
was nothing lees tlian human slavery. 
The penalty is that the person so found 
guiltv shall be sold at public auction to 
the highest bid<ler and forced to labor 
for his master for one year. Thia law 
makes the private person a maater. 

Judge Morrow said, in conclusion, that 
while he was in favor of some act of leg- 
islation which will protect the^ thrifty 
and'energetie against the lazy and indc- 
lent, he could not sanction any law to 
plainly in conflict with the OonatUutlon
